Use caution during periods of excessive heat 


The Alabama Department of 


Publi¢ Health urges the public to 
protect themselves during peri- 
ods of excessive heat by curtail- 
ing outdoor physical activity as 
much as possible and by taking 
other precautionary measures. 
The danger of possible heat ill- 
ness is increased in high humid- 
ity areas, Such as Alabama, 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention reports 
that between 1979 and 1999 
excessive heat exposure caused 
$,015 deaths in the United 
States. More people in this coun- 
try died from extreme heat than 
from hurricanes, lightning, tor- 
nadoes, floods and earthquakes 
combined during this period of 
time, 

According to. the health 
department's Center for Health 
Statistics, three Alabamians died 
from excessive heat in 2003. 

The following suggestions can 
help. protect against, heat-related 
illness. Friends and relatives of 
elderly persons who live alone 
are advised to check frequently 
on them. Those without air-con- 
ditioning. who live on upper 
floors are especially susceptible 
to heat buildup. Never leave any-

For individuals whose jobs 
involve heavy labor, work 
should be carefully dlternated 
with frequent. cooling-oft peri- 
ods in shaded areas. Salt tablets 
should not be taken except upon 
the advice of a physician. 

During extended. periods. in 
which extreme heat blankets the 
state, all individuals should take 
general precautions, such as 
increasing water intake, staying 
out of direct sunlight and avyoid- 
ing strenuous physical activity, 
Wear lightweight, light-colored, 


loose-fitting clothing. Adequate 
amounts of water and access to 
cool shelter should be available 
to children, the elderly and the 
chronically ill, as well as to pets 

People on certain medications 
or with health problems such as 
heart disease and diabetes may 
be at greater risk for heat-related 
illnesses during periods of pro 
longed extreme heat, 

Do not drink liquids that con 
tain caffeine, alcohol, or large 
amounts of sugar’ These bever 
ages actually cause you to. lose 
more body fluid, Also, avoid 
very cold drinks, because they 
can cause stomach cramps. 

Everyone should be alert for 
symptoms of heat-related illness 
es, including dizziness, weak 
ness, rapid heartbeat, throbbing 
headache, loss of ‘ability to 
sweat, nausea, vomiting, dia 
rhea, cramps. and cohfusion. I 
any. of these symptoms occurs, 
the individual should get out of 
the heat immediately and call for 
medical help without delay.

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Senate passes legislation to reduce health care disparities 


Presidential signature . last 
step before “Patient Navigator’ 
bill becomes law 

Access to quality health, care 
will soon become easier for 
patients who are uninsured, 
haye low-incomes, or face other 
significant barriers, thanks. to 
legislation passed by the United 
States Senate in. June. The 
“Patient Navigator, Outreach, 
and Chroni¢ Disease Prevention 
Act of 2005” (HER. 1812/8. 898) 
Will establish demonstration 
urants to create patient naviga- 
lor programs in’ medically 
underserved communities, The 
legislation also authorizes $25 
million in funding for the pro- 
vram over five years. Enactment 
of this bill, which was passed by 
the House. of Representatives 
earlier, is a top priority for the 
American Cancer Society, as it 
will help reduce disparities in 
cancer care and increase access 


to early detection and preven- 
tion services for the medically 
underserved. Addressing these 
issues is also critical to meeting 
the National Cancer Institute’s 
challenge goal of eliminating 
suffering and death from cancer 
as early as 2015, 
“Unfortunately, those who are 
uninsured, underinsured, live in 
rural areas or are part of a:racial 
or ethnic minority, group, are

Heart disease and stroke death rates decline while 
cancer rates increase slightly 


Heart disease, cancer and 
cerebrovascular disease (stroke) 
are the three leading causes of 
death in both the United States 
and Alabama, according to the 
Center for Health Statistics of 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. Over the past 25 
years, death rates from heart dis- 
ease ‘and stroke have been 
declining after taking ‘into 
account the age of the popula- 
tion, but the death rate from can- 
cer has increased slightly in 
Alabama. 

These three causes of death 
are prominent in people. who 
have lived long lives; however, 
they can also cause deaths to 
younger people. According to 
Kathryn Chapman, ~ deputy 
director of the ~ Statistical 
Analysis Division, “While heart 
disease is the leading cause of 
death overall in Alabama, ‘for 
men and women in. the age 
group, 45-54, cancer has been 
the ‘number one killer since 
1982. In addition, since 1995, 
cancer has overtaken heart dis- 
ease as ‘the. leading cause of 
death for those aged 55 to 74.” 

The risk of death from: heart 
disease, cancer and. stroke is 
greater for Alabamians of black

been for stroke with the death 
rate for blacks 30 to 50 percent 
higher than for whites for the 
past 25 years. Blacks also have a 
higher risk of death from stroke 
at younger ages. For cancer, the 
black’ rate has exceeded the 
white rate by 15 to 30 percent 
since 1979 and’ the black heart 
disease death rate has been 
approximately 15 percent higher 
than the white rate since 1985. 
Men and women die from 
heart disease, cancer and stroke 
at different rates. Regardless of 
race, if you hold age constant, 
men have higher heart disease 
and cancer death rates than 
women. According to» Dr, 
Chapman, a remarkable cancer 
death trend was noted for men. 
“Beginning at age 65, the risk 
of death from cancer rises much 
more steeply for both black and 
white men ‘than it does for 
women: This trend was not 
found for heart disease and 
stroke. This increasing death 
risk from cancer as men’ age, 
along with the fact that cancer 
has overtaken heart: disease as 
the leading cause of death for 
the group 55:to 74, emphasizes 
the need for increased cancer

women were also. noted for
